It w as difficult to say who would 
suffer m ore from the A rabs' rejec­ 
tion of U. N. truce plea for P ale s­ 
tine — the A rabs them selves, the 
Jew s or the United Nations. 
P robably the Jew s cam e off to 
b etter adv antage in the world coun­ 
cils of public opinion, inasm uch as 
through their willingness to accept 
a truce they now can ap p e a r in the 
role of a nation which has been 
w ronged and is forced to fight a 
_\var th at has been th ru st willy nilly 
liffon it. 
The A rabs simply brushed aside 
the idea of a truce with the con­ 
tention that they could not halt the 
shooting w ar until the state of Israel 
is abandoned and the Jew ish arm y 
demobilized. 
There never was any 
question in the m inds of A rab lead­ 
ers about the truce. 
It was literal­ 
ly 
unacceptable 
to 
them . 
Their 
position was stated definitively by 
the 
E g yp tian 
p rem ier, 
M ahm oud 
F a h m y N okrashy Pjisha, who said: 
* ‘Inhere n ev e r will be founded a 
state called 
Israel, 
or any other 
nam e, as long as the creation of 
th a t state relies upon the theft of 
A rab land, the exterm ination of its 
A rab ow ners and the sacrifice of 
m oral principles of its A rab neigh­ 
bors.” 
N evertheless, 
the 
A rab 
refusal 
was a b itter blow to the U. N. 
security council. 
It had been or­ 
ganized for the express purpose of 
resolving just such disputes as this 
one in Palestine, yet it could do 
nothing m ore than m ak e a weak 
gesture of placation. 
T here was little doubt that the se­ 
curity council had been rendered 
toothless and im potent on the P a l­ 
estine issue by the U. S. attitude, or 
ra th e r lack of attitude. 
W hat position the United States 
would take as an individual nation 
with reg ard to the P alestine war 
w as not clear either.

big business began crowding sm all 
business out of existence. 
B ecause of w ar conditions and | 
the powerful influence of big busi­ 
ness. the sm all buyer couldn't com- j 
pete. 
He w asn 't able to get the ; 
ta w m aterials. 
Sm all business is the keystone of 
capitalism . 
According to the C om ­ 
m ittee on Econom ic D evelopment, 
98 p er cent of the business units 
in this country em ploy 50 people or 
less. 
Those 
‘‘business 
uniU ” 
of 
course a re n 't lim ited to m an u fac­ 
turing firm s—they include the ro a d ­ 
side hotdog stand, the one-woman 
hand laundry, the tea room, and the 
country store as well as the busi­ 
ness m en producing m an ufactu red 
item s on a sm all scale. 


If this 98 per cent of a capi­ 
talistic 
country’s

Connie finished second in 1939, 
missing the flag by a brief ey e­ 
lash. 
By 1910 he had his greatest 
team —a team good enough to win 
the pennant four times from 1910 
through 1914. 
The Red Sox with 
Smokey Joe Wood burning up the 
league won in 1912. 


The debacle of 1914, when the 
B raves won in four straight, sent 
Connie back to work dispersing a n ­ 
other flock of star athletes.

Connie 
had 
broken

club. 
It took him a long tim e to 
get back. 
He finished last in 1915, 
1916, 1917, 1918, 1919.

Airplanes Pollinate 
Fruit Tree Blossoms 


EAST LANSING. MICH. — Blos­ 
soms on a fruit tree do not mean 
that the tree will bear fruit, horti­ 
culturists at Michigan state college 
pointed out. 
Those blossoms must 
be fertilized and that requires care­ 
ful planning by the grower. 
To get any fruit, pollen must be 
transferred from one blossom to 
another. 
This is usually done by 
bees and flying insects, but if the 
weather is cool and windy, the bees 
will not fly. 
Therefore, a number 
of orchardists, in co-operation with 
Michigan state college, have been 
trying artificial pollination. 
They 
collect the pollen, ripen it and apply 


i t to the blossoms either by hand, 
duster or airplane. 
But the grower must be sure that 
the right pollen is available. Some 
varieties of fruit, which are called 
self-sterile, can be fertilized only 
with the pollen of a different va­ 
riety. 
In general, this is true of 
apples, pears, sweet cherries and 
plums. 
To overcome this difficulty, the 
grower may set out his orchard with 
varieties 
that 
will 
cross-pollinat# 
each other. 
If this is not possible, 
he may graft individual branches 
on certain trees in the orchard or 
he 
may 
set 
pails 
of 
blossoms 
throughout 
the orchard. 
It 
also 
helps if he provides strong colonies 
of bees to transfer pollen. 
A 
final consideration, 
say 
the 
horticulturists, is whether the va­ 
rieties 
are compatible. 
For 
ex­ 
ample, Cortland and early McIn­ 
tosh apples do not work well to­ 
gether. 
Neither do Bartlett 
and 
Seckel pears. Time is another fac­ 
tor in compatibility, for the varie­ 
ties chosen must have overlapping 
blooming periods if pollinization is 
to occur.

The law says for her to take money 
from her employees, remit it to the government and 
give the employee a receipt. 
So far as we are concerned, we are rooting for ^

Clinton Anderson as secretary of 
agriculture has received the whole­ 
hearted approval of the national 
farm organizations.

Thus, the farm ers think a lot of 
Brannan because he has demon­ 
strated that he is looking out for 
their interests in a realistic, level­ 
headed fashion.

It was difficult to say who would 
suffer more from the Arabs’ rejec­ 
tion of U. N. truce plea for Pales­ 
tine — the Arabs themselves, the 
Jew s or the United Nations. 
Probably the Jews came off to 
better advantage in the world coun­ 
cils of public opinion, inasmuch as 
through their willingness to accept 
a truce they now can appear in the 
role of a nation which has been 
wronged and is forced to fight a 
w ar that has been thrust willy nilly 
*u]ftn it. 
The Arabs simply brushed aside 
the idea of a truce with the con­ 
tention that they could not halt the 
shooting war until the state of Israel 
is abandoned and the Jewish army 
demobilized. 
There never was any 
question in the minds of Arab lead­ 
ers about the truce. 
It was literal­ 
ly 
unacceptable to them. 
Their 
position was stated definitively by

prices or not'. 
Small business can't 
afford to pay the big wages, and the 
small town merchant is not m ak­ 
ing sales and profits because the 
consumers iii his coml any haven’t 
the money to spend. 
A recent isnue of the Kiplmger 
magazine made a survey of condi­ 
tions in small towns as reported in 
a thousand letters from small busi­ 
nessmen, teachers, preachers, doc­ 
tors, lawyers, housewives, working­ 
men and working women in those 
tow lls.

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Airplanes Pollinate 
Fruit Tree Blossoms

- Blos­ 
som! on a fruit tree do not mean 
that the tree will bear fruit, horti­ 
culturists at Michigan state college 
pointed out. 
Those blossoms must 
be fertilized and that requires care­ 
ful planning by the grower. 
To get any fruit, pollen must be 
transferred from one blossom to 
another. 
This is usually done by 
bees and flying insects, but if the 
weather is cool and windy, the bees 
will not fly. 
Therefore, a number 
of orchardists, in co-operation with 
Michigan state college, have been 
trying artificial pollination. 
They 
collect the pollen, ripen it and apply 
It to the blossoms either by hand, 
duster or airplane. 
But the grower must be sure that 
the right pollen is available. Some 
varieties of fruit, which are called 
self-sterile, can be fertilized only 
with the pollen of a different va­ 
riety. 
In general, this is true of 
apples, pears, sweet cherries and 
plums. 
To overcome this difficulty, the 
grower may set out his orchard with 
varieties 
that will 
cross-pollinata 
each other. 
If this is not possible, 
he may graft individual branches 
on certain trees in the orchard or 
he 
may 
set 
pails 
of 
blossoms 
throughout 
the orchard. 
It 
also 
helps if he provides strong colonies 
of bees to transfer pollen. 
A 
final 
consideration, 
say 
the 
horticulturists, is whether the va­ 
rieties 
are compatible. 
For ex­ 
ample, Cortland and early McIn­ 
tosh apples do not work well to­ 
gether. 
Neither do 
Bartlett and 
Seckel pears. Time is another fac­ 
tor in compatibility, for the varie­ 
ties chosen must have overlapping 
blooming periods if pollinization is 
to occur.
